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noise from store site 


ANGRY residents say their 
lives are being made a misery 
by the development of a new 
supermarket near their 
homes. 

People in The Vineyards, Ely, say 
they are “at their wit’s end” with the 
noise disturbance and vibrations 
coming from the development of the 
new Aldi store in Lisle Lane. 

East Cambs District Council has 
confirmed it has had a number of 
complaints regarding the noise and that 
its environmental health officers are 
now investigating. 

Some residents have also had cracks 
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appear both inside and outside their 
homes, which they claim are a result of 
the neighbouring building work. 

However, the district council and Aldi 
say they are both unaware about any 
damage to nearby properties. 

Roy Seymour, 85, whose bungalow is 
adjacent to the rear of the site, said the 
situation is so bad he wants to move 
away. 

He said: “I’ve lived here since 1968 but 
all I want to do now is move away and 
escape. 

“The whole bungalow is rocking and 


shaking and it’s horrible. 

“I’m 85 -1 don’t need stress like this in 
my life. The other day I opened a 
cabinet door and some glasses fell out. 
Now there are massive cracks on my 
walls and ceilings.” 

The Rev Christopher Twycross and 
his wife, Angela’s bungalow overlooks 
the rear of the site. 

Mr Twycross, a retired minister, said: 
“While the machines are operating, our 
whole bungalow vibrates and anything 
which can rattle does so. 

“What further damage do we have to 
suffer? I find it extraordinary. 

“This is not about us being against 
Aldi. We cannot wait for the store to 


open as it’ll give us more choice. But we 
can’t go on like this. We’re at our wits 
end.” 

Joan Evans, who lives next door to Mr 
Seymour and has lived in her bungalow 
for 46 years, added: “It’s absolutely 
diabolical. 

“When the builders are drilling the 
ground my whole home bounces.” 

Work on building the new 990 sq m 
food store is set to be complete around 
February next year. 

A spokesman for Aldi said an 
environmental officer from the district 
council had visited the site and that the 
building work has been approved. 

He said: “The environmental officer 


has already been on site at Lisle Lane, 
Ely, and approved the work we are 
carrying out and we apologise for any 
inconvenience that has been caused 
during the development of our new 
store. 

“We are happy to continue liaising 
with local residents to ensure that then- 
concerns are addressed.” 

But a spokesman for the district 
council confirmed its environmental 
officers are now investigating the noise 
complaints. 

He said: “We have received a number 
of noise complaints from residents 
regarding the building work at Aldi. 

“We are now investigating.”

Poodle rescued from boot of hot car 


A COUPLE have been fined after 
they left their elderly poodle to 
swelter in a car in 42 degrees of 
heat. 

Doreen and Ernest Littlewood 
left Tio, a 15-year-old apricot- 
coloured poodle, in the boot of 
their vehicle in a car park at Ely’s 
Paradise Centre on fuly 5. 

A passer-by spotted the dog in a 
cage inside the vehicle wearing a 
muzzle which was too tight for it 
to pant. 

Both the police and the RSPCA 
were called and the car was so hot 
that an RSPCA inspector had to 
force the boot of the vehicle open 


to prevent Tio from dying. 

Mr and Mrs Littlewood, of The 
Drove, Witchford, appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court and 
pleaded guilty to neglecting the 
dog’s welfare. 

Robert Starr, representing the 
RSPCA, said: “The vet said if the 
temperature had risen it would 
have resulted in heat stroke and 
death for the dog.” 

The RSPCA inspector 
recognised the dog from a similar 
incident on lune 15 last year where 
the couple were also warned 
about leaving dogs in hot cars. 

Mr Littlewood, representing 


himself, said the dog was wearing 
a muzzle to avoid licking its 
stitches from a recent operation. 

Mr Starr said in mitigation: 
“They love the animal and they are 
remorseful for what they have 
done.” 

Martin Savage, presiding 
magistrate, said the case was at the 
bottom of the scale and there was 
no need to remove the dog from 
the couple. 

The RSPCA is urging people not 
to take their dogs in cars in hot 
temperatures. 

A spokeswoman for the charity 
said: “Dogs die in hot cars. 


“If you’re going out in the car, 
think very carefully about what 
you are going to do with your 
dog. 

“It can get unbearably hot in a 
car on a sunny day, even when it’s 
not that warm. 

“In fact, when it’s 22 degrees 
outside, the temperature inside a 
car can soar to 47 degrees within 
60 minutes. 

“Unlike humans, dogs pant to 
help keep themselves cool. In a 
hot stuffy car dogs can’t cool down 
- leaving a window open or a 
sunshield on your windscreen 
won’t keep your car cool enough.”

Signs needed 
for city gems 


TOURISTS are missing out on visiting 
Ely’s “hidden gems” due to poor 
signage. 

That’s the message from residents 
and councillors who want better 
signage directing visitors to the city’s 
not-so-obvious areas, such as Forehill 
and Waterside. 

The issue has been raised by 
residents and business owners for 
some time but now members of the 
Ely City Centre Management Forum, a 
body set up by the City of Ely Council 
to promote and enhance the city 
centre, is on the case. 

City councillors are now in talks 
with East Cambs District Council 
about how signage in Ely can be 
improved. 

District and city Cllr Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, who chairs the city council’s 
street furniture committee, said: 
“There has been lots of criticism about 
Ely’s signage. 

“People say there is not enough 
signage pointing people from the city 
centre and the cathedral towards the 
Riverside and Forehill area, and also 
Ely’s station. 

“These are important areas which 
boast shops, businesses, eateries and 
landmarks, and it is not acceptable if 
tourists are missing out on them as 
they don’t realise they are there.” 

Artist Ted Coney, who runs Ted 
Coney’s Family Portraits, in Waterside, 
has voiced his opinion on the issue 
many times. 

He said: “There are some signs 
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dotted around but I definitely think 
there need to be clearer ones. 

“Waterside is one of Ely's most 
historic, beautiful areas and is full of 
places to see, eat and relax. 

“Once people have browsed the city 
centre and visited the cathedral we 
need to encourage them down 
Forehill. From there, signs can direct 
them to Waterside, where all the 
hidden gems are.” 

Caroline Cawley, marketing 
manager at the Babylon Gallery, also in 
Waterside, added: “More, clearer signs 
would ensure people know exactly 
what is down here. 

“The Waterside area is a gem with 
plenty on offer throughout the year, 
whether it’s enjoying a film at Ely 
Cinema, spending a while browsing 
antiques or following the eel trail.” 

Cllr Griffin-Singh said: “We have met 
with the district council and we are 
now looking at ideas and the costs 
involved with revamping and adding 
to the city’s signage system. 

“We could maybe get more finger¬ 
post signs in the Market Place and 
High Street pointing people to the 
Waterside and Forehill areas. We could 
also get large maps and information 
boards for the city centre. 

“All these things would help point 
people to all areas of the city.” 


Auction funds to 
help restore tower 

CELEBRITY auctioneer David 
Palmer will be in control of the 
hammer at a bumper auction in 
Littleport. 

The ‘Auction for Action’ is being 
held on Saturday, September 8 to 
help save the village’s St George’s 
Parish Church’s weather-beaten 
tower.

AN inquest has been opened on a 
man who died in Ely. 

Lewis Seymour, 31, was found 
dead at a property in Springhead 
Lane, off Prickwillow Road, on 
Saturday, August 18.

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
police said: “The death is not 
being treated as suspicious and a 
file has now been passed to the 
coroner.”

A brand of low-fat milk which was meant to be 
delivered at the nearby Tesco store ended up on the 
shelf in Sainsbury’s instead. 

Shoppers noticed Tesco’s distinctive blue and white 
logo on the milk bottles, instead of Sainsbury’s 
famous orange logo, and raised the alarm with 
staff, who had failed to notice. 

The blunder happened on Wednesday, August 22. 
One shopper, who did not want to be named, said: 

"I have a relative who works at Sainsbury’s and it 
caused quite a laugh. 

"The staff had put the bottles on the shelf without 
realising and from what I can gather they were 
there a while. 

"It wasn’t until some shoppers spotted the Tesco 
logo that they reported it. 

"I’m not sure whether they sold any but how funny 

- especially as they are now Ely’s two biggest rival 
supermarkets." 

Sainsbury’s opened in Ely’s Lisle Lane in February 

- not far from Tesco, based in Angel Drove. 

Alex Bettison, general manager at Sainsbury’s, 
said: "I can confirm this did happen. 

"The milk was delivered on Sunday or Monday and 
that specific brand of one per cent fat milk is 
delivered to both us and Tesco. 

"We must have accidentally had some of Tesco’s 
milk among ours which is how they came to be on 
the shelf. 

"Nobody would have been able to buy the Tesco 
ones, though, as they would not have gone through 
our till system. 

"Staff should have noticed when filling the shelves 
but these things do happen from time to time."

Adam find a voice 


A DISABLED man’s quality of 
life has been drastically 
improved thanks to his 
determination - and massive 
community spirit in his 
village. 

It was in fune this year that 38- 
year-old Adam King, who was born 
with athetoid cerebral palsy, 
decided to launch his own 
fundraising campaign. 

Adam, who is wheelchair-bound 
and cannot speak or control his own 
body, decided he wanted to buy a 
machine - a Tobii C15 - which 
would enable him to speak via text 
or symbols which generate speech. 

But there was one problem - he 
needed £16,000 to buy one. 

Adam, who lives in Limes Close, 
Littleport, kick-started his campaign 
by completing his very own half¬ 
marathon, which saw him travel a 
certain route in his wheelchair 
around the village five times per day 
for five days. 

Touched by Adam’s 
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determination, droves of friends, 
family and members of the public 
who he had never met him before 
turned out to support him, and 
donations soon started to pour in. 

But before he knew it, residents, 
businesses and organisations 
throughout Littleport were soon 
rallying round to help Adam buy the 
machine he so desperately needed. 

fust three months down the line, 
everyone’s fundraising efforts and 
support has paid off and Adam, who 
has carers 24 hours a day, has now 
got the machine. 

Phil Malkin, founder of the Young 
People Littleport (YPL) charity, 
presented Adam with the Tobii C15 
on Thursday surrounded by his 
family, friends and supporters. Phil 
said: “There wasn’t a dry eye in the 
house. 

“When all the fundraising started 


I said to everyone, including Adam, 
that £16,000 was hugely optimistic 
and that we’d be lucky if we could 
get the machine in time for 
Christmas. 

“Thanks to everyone’s 
determination, which I can only 
describe as amazing, we’ve been 
able to get him it just three months 
down the line. It is phenomenal. 

“Adam is a determined, intelligent 
young man and it was get-up-and- 
go attitude which inspired everyone. 
Since then the whole village has just 
come together to help him and the 
community spirit has been 
unbelievable. 

“The difference this machine will 
make to Adam is massive and he is 
so grateful to all the people, the 
businesses, the charities and the 
supermarkets who have helped him. 
Adam has not only got the machine 
now, he has also made some 
fantastic friends and I know for sure 
that everyone will continue to 
support him.”

Town still split 
on bid for store 


AMBITIOUS plans to 
build a new super¬ 
market in Soham are 
continuing to cause 
controversy. 

While some people say it 
is “just what the town 
needs” others insist 
another supermarket will 
harm Soham’s “already 
suffering” High Street. 

More than 150 people 
attended a public meeting 
at Soham Town Rangers’ 
stadium on August 14, 
which was organised to 
enable locals to have their 
say on the major plans. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, developers 
Harrier Developments Ltd 
want to develop a 
Northern Gateway in The 
Shade area of the town, to 
include a new 
supermarket, petrol 
station, business units, 
recreational space and a 
play area. 

East Cambs District 
Council’s planners were set 
to make a decision on the 
scheme earlier this year 
but the decision was put 
back by three months over 
numerous concerns, 
including the effects the 
new supermarket could 
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have on Soham’s town 
centre and traffic issues. 

Bosses at Harrier 
Developments could hear 
their fate next month, 
although they could be 
forced to wait even longer. 

Selina Markwell, of Sand 
Street, Soham, said: “I’m 
sick of hearing people 
whinging about the 
proposed new super¬ 
market. 

“The majority of people 
who are against the plans 
are against change - not 
the proposals. 

“Soham desperately 
needs another super¬ 
market, more shops and 
more services in general. 
It’s a fast-growing town 
with lots of new develop¬ 
ment and there just aren’t 
the facilities to support all 
the people. 

“We should be wel¬ 
coming these plans with 
open arms - it’s just what 
the town needs.” 

But many locals are 
worried about the effect 
the development would 
have on the town centre. 


Geoff Carter, of 
Brewhouse Lane, Soham, 
said: “I think another 
supermarket is the last 
thing Soham needs. 

“We have enough of 
them. What we should be 
doing is focusing on the 
High Street and injecting a 
bit of life back into it. 

“The town centre is 
already suffering and 
building a new super¬ 
market on the outskirts of 
town could be the final nail 
in the coffin for many of 
the independent traders. 

“If we’re not careful 
Soham will soon be like all 
the other towns in the 
country and no longer 
unique.” 

Harrier Developments 
say the supermarket alone 
could provide up to 200 
jobs for local people. 

A statement from the 
firm said: “The great 
majority of people living in 
Soham are forced to travel 
to towns elsewhere to gain 
access to jobs, services and 
modern food store 
shopping facilities.”

meningitis four years ago while on 
holiday in Cyprus.

Problems of his 
own making 

Sir, In response to report ‘Carport 
owner in plans showdown’ please 
note that the situation Mr Hatley finds 
himself in stems from his failure to 
apply for planning permission prior to 
the construction of the structure 
{Weekly News, August 23). 

As the article states, when the 
problem came to light, the council 
inspected the structure and gave him 
several options to address the issue. 
He chose to apply for retroactive 
permission, at which point problems 
with the structure became evident. 
These problems might have been 
identified and addressed during the 
consultation period prior to 
construction had the Hatleys followed 
the planning regulations. But by 
mistaken omission, no consultation 
took place leading to the current 
confrontation. It is not the merits of 
the beauty or lack thereof of the 
carport that is relevant, rather the 
context and location of it - which is 
not in keeping with the 
neighbourhood or the area. 

In his report, Mr Day may have 
unintentionally portrayed the carport 
owners as victims and the council as 
inflexible, but Mr Hatley failed to 
follow the regulations and the council 
staff are doing their job. The planning 
regulations of East Cambs District 
Council apply to all residents and it is 
the duty of the council to uphold 
adherence to such regulations by all. I 
may not always agree with the 
council’s decisions, but I accept that 
rules and laws are in place for the 


benefit of the whole community, and 
that it is their job to ensure these are 
upheld.

Idea from cloud 
cuckoo land 

Sir, George fellicoe states he is an 
engineer, but like many professional 
people he thinks he knows best, I say, 
“trust the people” (Letters, August 9). 
He says that “box jacking” is a suitable 
solution for the southern link road 
instead of a bridge. He also intimates 
that it would be a cost-effective 
solution. It’s a pity he lives in cloud 
cuckoo land and not the real world. I 
had a look at the website he mentions, 
his example is a site in the Midlands, 
not the fens. At first look his proposal 
seems attractive until you notice the 
cost of building the tunnel in Tipton 
was £17.8m, without including the 
cost of insurance or making good the 
road to and from the tunnel. 

The estimated cost of the Ely bypass 
overland is £28m, it seems a bit out of 
proportion to think about spending 
more than 60% of the budget on a 
tunnel. 

I also discovered that British Rail 
wanted £150m insurance cover but 
the contractor could only get £50m. 
This meant that the local council paid 
an undisclosed sum direct to British 
Rail. He also seems to have not 
noticed the river - maybe he wants to 
box jack that as well. 

I copied the following from his 
engineer’s magazine - “tunnels are 
costly and generally more costly than 


bridges, large cost overruns are 
common in tunnel construction. I 
also spotted that in the USA nine out 
of 10 contracts were underestimated 
and significant additional costs were 
incurred”. For me, that is sufficient to 
kill his whole “head in the clouds” idea 
but to cap it all, the negotiations with 
British Rail took three years. I want to 
be driving along the road in that time 
not still talking about it. 

He says that the link road is “less 
necessary”. I believe that all he wants 
is to delay the start, hoping the project 
will be kicked into the long grass. 

It is evident that up to 80% of the 
population want the construction of 
the southern link road, but if the idea 
of a long expensive, dangerous tunnel 
is pursued it may never happen. This 
would mean that all the hard work 
that has been done by the 
Conservative controlled county 
council and East Cambs District 
would be wasted if these silly ideas are 
not dismissed immediately.

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Tributes paid 
to tragic Mark

HEARTFELT tributes 
have been paid to a 
“kind and sensitive” 
young carpenter who 
was found hanged 
near his home. 

Mark Connor, 24, was 
found dead near his home in 
Littleport on August 18. 

His death has left family 
and friends shocked and 
devastated. 

Mr Connor, originally 
from Balfron in Scotland, 
moved to Littleport around 
two years ago and lived in 
Padnal, off Victoria Street, 
with his best friend, Stewart 
Murray, who is also 24 and 
from Scotland. 

Mr Connor leaves two 
sisters, a mother and 
grandparents, who all live in 
Scotland. 

Mr Murray said Mr 
Connor was “like a brother” 
to him and that he feels “lost 
without him”. 

He said: “Mark was the 
best of men. He was an 
amazing person and was 
more like a brother to me 
than a friend. 

“He loved work and was a

real grafter. He was a trained 
horticulturist, a trained chef 
and a carpenter - he could 
have really gone places. 

“Mark was so kind and 
caring. He was close to his 
family and loved visiting 
them in Scotland. He had 
lots of friends and, although 
misunderstood by many, he 
was popular. 

“I can just picture him 
sitting on the sofa still and it 
doesn’t feel real that he’s 
gone. The place is so quiet 
without him and I feel lost 
without him.” 

Mr Connor worked for JR 
Constable Carpentry Ltd, 
which is owned by his friend 
and next door neighbour, 
Jason Constable. 


Mr Constable, who lives 
with his wife, Hellen, and 
their children, said: “Mark 
was a great lad. 

“I took him under my 
wing and he was a brilliant 
worker. The lads on site 
loved him and the site will 
not be the same without 
him. We’re all gutted about 
what has happened.” 

Mrs Constable added: “He 
was such a kind and 
sensitive person. He’d do 
anything for us. He might 
not have come across like it 
but he was a sensitive soul. 

“He loved his family, his 
friends, fishing, music, and 
he liked a drink. He also 
loved dogs and animals in 
general. We’re all 
devastated.” 

Hundreds of people have 
also paid tribute to Mr 
Connor on the social 
networking site, Facebook. 

A member of the public 
found Mr Connor’s body just 
after 4.30pm in an area at the 
back of Kingsmead Court, 
not far from his home. 

Despite the best efforts of 
the emergency services, he 
had already died. 

A post mortem 
examination confirmed Mr 
Connor died from hanging. 

An inquest has now been 
opened and adjourned.

Kidnap man Is given 
jail warning by judge 


A TRAVELLER has been 
warned he faces jail 
after admitting he 
kidnapped his two 
children. 

Albert Buckley Junior, 25, 
drove to Littleport from his 
Essex home and took his 
children from their mother’s 
house. 

The terrifying incident 
happened at the 20-year-old 
mum’s home in the early 
hours of March 26 last year. 

Buckley funior appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Wednesday alongside nine 
other defendants. 

He was due to be on trial for 


around four weeks in relation 
to the kidnapping - and other 
incidents at the mother’s 
relatives’ houses in Essex on 
the same night. 

The court heard a major 
feud had developed between 
the two families over custody 
of the children - and because 
the Buckleys thought the 
mother’s family knew that she 
was hiding in Littleport. 

But the trial collapsed at the 
last minute after Buckley 
funior, also known as Quincy, 
and the other defendants 
changed their pleas to guilty. 

Buckley funior, of 
Woodham Road, Chelmsford, 
and Tom fohnson, 19, of 


Cranham Hall caravan site, 
Little Waltham, Chelmsford, 
admitted kidnap. 

The court heard how the 
mum dialled 999 during the 
kidnapping and a major 
police chase then followed. 

Officers eventually caught 
up with Buckley funior, who 
was driving a Vauxhall Astra, 
near junction 9 of the Mil. 

The court also heard other 
members of the Buckley 
family, some armed with axes, 
went to some of the relatives’ 
homes. 

fudge Charles Gratwicke 
made Buckley Junior’s father, 
Albert Buckley Senior, 60, his 
mother, Anne Loveridge, 54, 


his sister, Linda Buckley, 33, 
and his cousin, Mark Lee, 22, 
all from the Essex area, 
subject to a five-year 
restraining order preventing 
them from contacting the 
mother or any of her relatives 
except for contact arrange¬ 
ments through the family 
court in relation to the 
children. 

Buckley Junior and Johnson 
will be sentenced on the 
kidnap charges on September 
19 and were released on 
conditional bail. 

Judge Gratwicke said: “It’s a 
serious matter. They should 
be under no illusion what the 
likely consequence is.”

Concern voiced on shop scheme 


PLANS to turn an empty shop into a village 
‘heritage centre’ have been slammed by a 
worried resident. 

While many people are supporting plans 
to transform the former JH Adams & Sons 
ironmongers in Main Street, Littleport, into 
the ‘Littleport Heritage Centre’ - others are 
concerned. 

As reported in the Weekly News, David 
Porter and Peter Audus want to convert the 
first floor of the shop into a one-bedroom 
flat and demolish some outbuildings at the 
rear of the shop to make way for houses. 

The plan is to lease the shop to the 
Littleport Society for 30 years at a 
‘peppercorn rent’ and to enable them to turn 
it into the Littleport Heritage Centre. 

In their application to the council, the 
applicants said: “This will hand to the people 
of Littleport a local heritage centre to be a 
vibrant community building sitting at the 
heart of the town.” 

But Kim Griffin, of Arundell, Ely, is 
concerned and is urging planners at East 


Cambridgeshire District Council to consider 
the plans carefully. 

In a letter to the council, Mr Griffin said: “I 
believe the proposal exchanges a 
questionable long-term viable social benefit 
for a calculated material benefit to 
developers. 

“Planners should be seeking to retain the 
shop, potentially contributing to a functional 
part of the ‘High Street’ which has already 
diminished year by year with the migration 
of services and facilities. 

“The prospect of a white elephant on the 
street is not an attractive proposition. How 
and when would the ‘shop/museum’ be 
open, who would man it, who would fund it? 

“After the initial interest and curiosity, who 
would visit it? 

“There remains the possibility that after a 
professional, sympathetic renovation, the 
shop could be an attractive proposition for 
prospective tenants even in today’s difficult 
market.” 

Arts Development in East Cambs (ADeC) 


is backing the heritage centre plans. 

In a letter to the council, the charity’s 
director, Jane Wilson, said: “We strongly 
support the planning application for the 
building, recognising the importance of 
holding onto community history for future 
generations to enjoy.” 

Littleport Parish Council is also in support 
of the plans. 

The proposals include converting the 
storage area above the ground floor into a 
one-bedroom flat and demolishing the 
outbuildings at the rear to make way for two 
one-bedroom flats and four two-bedroom 
houses. 

The applicants said: “The proposed 
development will remove the unsightly run¬ 
down workshops and storage units and 
create additional needed rental 
accommodation in this town centre 
position.” 

The decision lies with the district council.

TWO intrepid friends are 
taking on a mammoth 
challenge to raise thousands 
of pounds for charity. 

Keith Gallois and Tim Titmarsh, 
both fathers-of-two, will spend 
almost three weeks trekking 
through the wilderness of Nepal in 
South Asia. 

The first part of their expedition 
will see them climbing more than 
17,000ft to the Mount Everest Base 
Camp - but it won’t be a case of 
getting some rest once they’re 
there. 

Keith, 47, from Witchford, and 
Tim, 56, from Ely, will then be 
climbing up Kala Pathar - a 
whopping 18,200ft. 

The pair, who met through the 
community choir, Witchford 
Voices, which Keith founded and 
manages, are taking on the 
whopping challenge to raise 
money for two charities - the 
Arthur Rank Hospice and East 
Anglia’s Children’s Hospices 
(EACH). 

And although the expedition is 
not happening until October next 
year, they are now training at Ely’s 
Atrium Club gym every day to 
make sure they will be fully 
prepared. 

For Keith, who works for Chubb 
Insurance, climbing mountains is 
something he never thought he 
would be able to do. 

He said: “Health-wise I’ve been 


unlucky. A badly broken leg was 
followed a few years later by a stint 
in Addenbrooke’s Hospital with 
diverticulitis, and then to cap it all 
a stroke. But eh, that is all in the 
past. 

“Those events, and more 
crucially the brain haemorrhage 
and consequent recovery of my 
wife, Lesley, have proved one thing 
- life is short, so live it. 

“I’m overweight and unfit and 
am at a stage in life where, if I don’t 
put things right now, I’m going to 
suffer with health in later years. If 
you can’t get fit for Everest, what 
can you get fit for?” 

Tim, who is a local heating and 
plumbing engineer, said: “When 
Keith first mentioned the trip I 


thought he said let’s go to Mepal - 
it was only after I agreed I realised 
he’d said Nepal. 

“We are going to give this 
challenge everything we’ve got and 
can’t wait for us both to reach the 
top of Kala Pathar.” 

By putting their fitness levels to 
the test, the pair hope to raise 
around £8,000 for the charities and 
already local businesses and 
organisations are throwing their 
weight behind the fundraiser, 
including bosses at The Atrium 
who have given them both free 
gym membership.

It's not all 
in the mind 


T HE life of 
celebrated 
psychologist 
Sigmund Freud comes to 
the stage when the 
Theatre Royal Bath 
brings Hysteria , written 
and directed by Terry 
Johnson and starring Sir 
Antony Sher, to 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

Having fled Nazi 
occupied Austria, 

Sigmund Freud just 
wants to live out his final 
days quietly in leafy 
Hampstead. His peaceful 
existence is rudely 
interrupted by the arrival 
of two unexpected guests - 
one is a woman who 
literally cannot keep her 
clothes on and the other is a 
flamboyant Spanish 
gentleman called Salvador 
Dali. 

Both leaders in their field, 
Dali and Freud had more in 
common that you might think 
- a desire to break new ground 
and to challenge public 
perceptions on how the world 


should be viewed. 

Dali and the surrealist 
movement adopted Freud as 
their unofficial ‘patron saint’, 
his explorations and studies of 
the subconscious were what 
they aspired to portray in their 
art.

The big film 



TOTAL RECALL

THE human brain is capable of 
processing hundreds of billions of 
instructions every second, putting to 
shame many supercomputers. 

But like those supercomputers, the 
brain is susceptible to viruses and 
corruption. 

False memories can be planted - 
without any malicious intent: an 
older family member recounts a 
hilarious anecdote from our 
formative years and without any 
evidence to the contrary, we ‘create’ 
an image in the mind’s eye to match 
their perception. 

The complexities of the brain, and 
the ease with which it can be 
tricked, are the central theme of Total 
Recall, a testosterone-fuelled 
remake of the 1990 Paul Verhoeven 
action adventure inspired by Philip K 
Dick’s short story We Can 
Remember It For You Wholesale. 
Punctuated by thrilling action set 
pieces set to Harry Gregson- 
Williams’ bombastic score, Len 
Wiseman’s film barely pauses for 
breath to worry about 
characterisation as preposterous 
twist follows outrageous turn. 

Fans of the Arnold Schwarzenegger 
version will be two steps ahead of 
the screenwriters, but directorial brio 
and eye-popping special effects hold 
our interest when there is nothing on 
screen to fire our little grey cells. 

In the late 21st century, Earth is a 


radioactive wasteland apart from 
two outposts on opposite sides of 
the planet: the prosperous United 
Federation of Britain ruled by 
Chancellor Cohaagen (Bryan 
Cranston) and the polluted, rain- 
saturated Colony, home to millions 
of workers and the underground 
resistance led by Matthias (Bill 
Nighy). 

Factory worker Doug Quaid (Colin 
Farrell) lives in this hellhole with his 


wife Lori (Kate Beckinsale) and 
travels to work in the UFB with best 
friend Harry (Bokeem Woodbine) via 
The Fall: a giant elevator running 
close to the Earth’s core which links 
the two settlements. 

Unfulfilled and frustrated, Doug visits 
Rekall, a shadowy company which 
promises to realise clients’ dreams 
by implanting artificial memories. 

In Doug’s case, he wants to be a 
super spy. 


Shortly before the procedure takes 
hold, Rekall technician McClane 
(John Cho) discovers that Doug’s 
memory has been wiped. 

In the blink of an eye, the factory 
worker’s world implodes and he 
goes on the run in the company of 
rebel agent Melina (Jessica Biel). 
Total Recall is bombastic fun so long 
as you disengage your brain and 
submit to the gargantuan leaps in 
logic.

Boosting bulbs for springtime 


I F your summer pots are 
looking straggly and tired, 
bite the bullet, bin the 
summer bedding and make a 
head start by filling your 
containers with spring bulbs. 

Bulbs often do better in containers 
than in the ground, as you can control 
drainage better and plant them in 
gritty compost which gives them more 
chance of success. 

Ideally, daffodils, crocuses and 
hyacinths should be planted by the 
end of September, although they can 
be planted later. 

Tulips should be planted in late 
October or November, as they need a 
drop in temperature to root well. 
Planting in lower temperatures may 
also reduce the chances of them 
getting a fungal disease called tulip 
blight (Botrytis tulipae), which can rot 
the bulbs or cause lesions on the 
leaves. 

Don’t be fooled into thinking that 
spring bulbs in pots should all be of 
the dwarf variety. 

While there’s few prettier sights 
than a mass of deep blue muscari 
filling a small traditional terracotta 
pot, don’t be afraid of planting big, 
bold bulbs en masse in bigger pots 
because, provided they are in a fairly 
sheltered spot away from strong 
winds, they should give you a 
stunning display. 

Crown imperials (Fritillaria 
imperialis) look impressive planted in

groups of three in large metal 
containers in a contemporary setting, 
alongside trimmed box and other 
architectural plants, while narcissi 
with stout stems, such as N. Bridal 
Crown, will provide long-lasting 
blooms and won’t topple over in 
cooler situations. 

I love the strong form of the Darwin 
tulips, which can reach 50-60cm in 
height and bloom from mid to late 
spring. They are how you would 
expect a tulip to look, with no frills or 
blousy flowers. A surefire winner is 
Tulipa Queen Of Night, with its strong 
stems carrying silky purple-black 
flowers. I prefer to plant it as a single 
variety, without any plant partners, 
and place it against a white wall to 
show off its deep, rich colour to its 
best. Many gardeners opt for layering 
bulbs for a continuous display 
throughout spring. This is done by 
planting a variety of bulbs at different 
depths in the pot. 


For instance, in a large container 
insert larger bulbs such as tulips, 
covering them in compost, then add 
another layer of medium-sized bulbs 
such as dwarf narcissi and cover these, 
then finally add small bulbs such as 
crocuses or snowdrops and top them 
with a final layer of compost. 

The bulbs nearer the top will flower 
first, then as they die down they will 
be replaced by the medium bulbs, 
which will in turn be replaced by the 
larger bulbs later in the season. 
Recipes might include Scilla siberica 
on the top layer, Narcissus Tete a Tete 
in the middle layer and Tulipa Golden 
Apeldoorn on the bottom layer, but 
there are many other possibilities. 

When planting bulbs, place crocks 
in the bottom of the pot, add 15-20cm 
of multi-purpose compost with added 
John Innes or bulb fibre and begin 
your layering, nestling late-flowering 
bulbs into the surface of the compost 
and adding compost just to cover the 
bulbs or leave the tips showing. 

If you leave pots outside in the 
winter, don’t let them become sodden. 
Stand the pots on feet to allow the 
moisture to drain through. 

However, don't let the pots dry out 
either or it will lead to stunted growth 
and flowers which wilt quickly. 

It’s a good bet to put the pots by the 
house in winter, moving them to 
expose them to the elements from 
February onwards, so they don’t dry 
out. Once the bulbs are in flower, 
water them every other day.

Tyler is relishing

TYLER Goodjohn believes a 
change of trainer and promoter 
will boost his career as he looks 
to bounce back from the dis¬ 
appointment of his British 
Masters title defeat. 

The Wentworth welterweight 
lost 96-95 to Danny Connor in 
May, despite appearing to have 
done enough to have won the 
bout, and was considering 
whether it was worth carrying on.
